To ihe east '.he rail- 
way reaches by Vercelli and Novara, the 
gre:.t Lombardy line, which it joins at the 
bric.'ge:of Buffalo™, on the Ticino. This 
is the bridge which the Pfcdmontese have 
juit burnt. The line which leads from 
Turin 10 Genoa pasi.es by Alessandria, and 
increases the strategic importance of that 
place.

It is everywhere 
bordered by iateial canals, and the ivatei 
which filters ilu-ough the imbrmkments 
renders the tounlry near very marshy.
